TONS OF HONEY.,
On Elk mountain, near Merrick, there

Is said ttf be an extraordinary lot of
wild honey. The hive is located in a
rift, which psnetrates the rock probably
to a depth o. 10 feet. The orlllce Is
thirty feet long tiiiu seventeen r.'et wide.
The rift was discovered to be the abid-
ing place of a huge swarm of bees,
which tlies in a close column, one foot
in diameter. Many persona have tried
to get to the honey stored by the bees,
but were invariably driven back.
